Less than half of the young people 


•who graduated from the common schools 
of Out agamic county last June are at- 
tending high schools or are furthering 
their educations, a survey by eounty 
authorities has shown. Of the 195 com- 
mon school graduates, only 83 are at- 
tending high schools, although these 
schools are within comparatively easy 
S-each of almost every home in the county. 


One peculiarity of this situation is that 


fcigti schools in the villages of the county 
have a much larger enrollment of country 
school graduates than have the high 
schools in the cities. There are more rural 
school graduates in. the high school at 
Eortonville th'an there are iu. Applcton 
tigh school. 


The reason is that the village high 


schools as a general thing are organized 
to take in the rural school pupils and 
•want them to enroll while the city schools 
offer little or no encouragement to the 
country children. In fact officials quite 
often lean to the narrow view that rural 
school graduates arc not desirable be- 
cause the tuition they pay docs not cover 
the cost of educating them. 


That is an extremely narrow view. It 


is quite likely that the $72 per year 
which the rural students pay as their tui- 
tion iu Applet on liigh school docs not 
equal the per capita cost o£ education in 
the local school arid perhaps the slight ad- 
ditional cost must, be met by the city tax- 
payer. The burden, if such it is. is more 
than offset by the good will which a wil- 
Urigness to help educate the children of 
our rural neighbors will create. Much of 
LAppletou's wealth is due to the good will 
of these rural neighbors arid surely an of- 
fer of education at somewhere near its 
cost is not a high price to pay for this. 


Only a.bout fifty rural school graduates 


arc 'enrolled in Appleton. high school.

It is absurd to put a 


• boy 17 years old in school one day u week. 
He learns very little if anything, and he is 
of value to few if any employers. Many 
boys of this age, deprived by the school 
law of regular employment, go to school 
eight hours a weok and loaf the rest of 
the time. 
They would far bettor be in 


school full time, if compulsory education i.s 
to be carried to the present age limit of 
18 years. 


The truth is that the theory of compul- 


sory education applied to boys and jrirls 
at this stage of life rests on false assump- 
tions and false psychology. The industri- 
ous, hardworking, persevering boy. who 
really wants an education, will be through 
high school by tho time he is 18. sickness 
and unforeseen contingencies excluded. 
Interruptions over which they had no con- 
trol have not boon the trouble with the 
great majority of boys and girls attending 
the vocational schools part time under tho 
compulsory hiw. 
As a class they nrc the 


ones who exert themselves the least to po 
to school and if by the time they have 
reached I 7 yeirs oi' npo they have not ac- 
quired the. taste and determination 
for 


education, forced attendance at a school

THE FEAR OF PNEUMONIA 


An item about Jim Jones getting lost in the park 


or breaking thru the ice is not neatly finished un- 
less ''the recovery of Mr. Jones is expected if pneu- 
monia does not set in." Tho relation of exposure 
with the development of pneumonia is quite as cer- 
tain and clearly established as is the fatality of the 
third down in a drowning accident. 


Pneumonia is a serious disease for any one to 


trifle with, and if it were true that, drafts, cold 
weather, wet feet, chillings of the body, and all 
that sort of thing made folks more susceptible to 
pneumonia, then it would certainly be a foplhardy 
practice for people to keep their bed room windows 
open nights when the weather is cold, damp or 
windy. It drafts really have anything to do with 
the causation of such a dangerous disease, it is a 
terrible mistake for health authorities to advise peo- 
ple to ventilate their work rooms, dwellings and bed 
rooms in cold weather, as some intrepid health of- 
ficers actually do when giving out expert advice 
to the public in time of influenza epidemic, for in- 
stance. I think a. person who believes drafts are 
injurious to health must be several kinds of foolish 
to deliberately open a window and admit a draft 
when he might just as well keep the window nailed 
shut and have no draft blowing into his room. But 
the health authorities all advise open windows in 
bed rooms if they say anything at all about fresh 
air, 
so it is all right, we arc all in harmony here. 


The only difference between the view some health 
officers take of ventilation and the view I take of 
it is a difference of interpretation—they consider 
ventilation an adventure, while I think it is merely 
a necessity. 


The 99 times that pneumonia or other respiratory 


disease* fails to materialize after a wetting, chilling 
or exposure which many are certain will be the 
death of the victim are much talked about and soon 
forgotten; the one hundredth occasion, when 
the 


chilled individual happens to pick up a virulent in- 
fection about the same time he gets his feet wet or 
goes without his hea%y underwear, is much talked 
about and everlastingly recorded in the archives o£ 
gossip. 
You «,nd I stand a fair to middling chance of hav- 


ing pneumonia and perhaps dying of it. But we are 
rather more likely to succumb to tuberculosis or 
even to cardiovascular degeneration, yet wo don't 
worry much about these other possible fates. 


There's much satisfaction in knowing that no 


matter how chilled one may be or how cruel the 
exposure, there is nothing whatever to fear but 
frostbite.

The drug, while affording tempor- 


ary relief, may mask the true source 


f the pain and, in acute emergencies, 


prevent the physician from rendering 
an accurate diagnosis. 


A drug is. as a rule, a crutch to 
lp the sufferer over a difficult sit- 


uition; when used otherwise, it be- 
comes a •weapon turned against 
the 


user. 


One who constantly resorts to drugs 


vill find that the system is losing its 


responsiveness and it requires a con- 
stantly larger dose. 


Many 
ordinarily harmless « reme- 


dies when taken habitually will lose 
their effectiveness. Laxative drugs, as 
liver pills, may be taken 
in 
large 


quantities until the bowels refuse to 
operate and the time will come when 
they are without effect. 


Many "headache powders" contain 


powerful heart depressants, coal tar 
products and acetanilid. 


These drugs were first thought to be 


harmless, but many cases of death 
from overdoses and from heart de- 
pression have proved them otherwise. 


For a nervous headache, rest 
anil 


sleep in a darkened room are sufli- 
cient without aid of drugs. 


Persons with attacks of "nerves" 


nnd sleeplessness

opiates a.nd sleeping powders. Though 
in some stages of di-sfase. sleep in- 
ciuced fiy narcotics ip necessary to life, 
the sufferer from insommia, who re- 
sorts to .self-drugging is indulging in 
a dangerous practice.

Basing Say* 4-day Interruption 


in Traffic Was Largest 


on 
Record 


In speaking of the winter which 


ended Monday, W. B. Basing station 
agent o£ the Northwestern Railway 


Co., 
said it was the most expensive 


one for railway companies that he can 
rec:ill. During his many years of ex- 
perience in railroad business he does 
not remember of an instance where 
traffic was tied by a storm for four 
consecutive days. 


"Back in the early '80s we had se- 


vere winters," said Mr. Basing, "when 
snow was several feet deep on the 
level and when blizzards were fre- 
quent, but train service was seldom 
interrupted for more than a few hours 
at a time. With the aid of heavy snow 
plows and large crews of shovelers the 
tracks were cleared before much in- 
convenience was caused." 


The sleet storm was a different pro- 
position, and. according to the local 
agent, had to be handled with pick and 
shovel instead of with snowplows as 
the ice covered the rails in 
many 


places to a depth of several inches. 
Great progress has been made during 
recent years in methods of handling 
snow, but very little attention has 
been paid to the removal of ice from 
the rails.

The vanilla is used to bring 
out the flavor of the berries, but does 
not flavor the sauce. Beat in berries,
